The Ottoman Empire at its height was a transcontinental empire. As the empire steadily 
lost territories it became known as “the sick man of Europe.” The Treaty of Berlin in 1878 
forced the Ottoman Empire’s Sultan Abdul Hamid II to cede two-fifths of his land. When 
Sultan Hamid was deposed in 1908 the new rulers of the Ottoman Empire, the Committee 
of Union and Progress, also known as the ‘Young Turks’, lost the Balkan War in 1912 
which resulted in the loss of another 1/3 of the remaining empire. During World War with 
their enemy Russia crossing the Ottoman border into Armenia, the Young Turks 
inl915 feared the Russians would back a form of autonomy for Armenia and fearing the 
loss of Armenia, the Young Turk regime carried out a systematic genocide against its 
Armenian population. Those historic Armenian lands now belong to eastern Turkey.
